RESERVED LANDS. 


Some years ago when general farming set- To meet the case of those held by speculators 


t ewent was first commenced in this section 
of country the struggle of each settler was in 
the first place for mere existence, and in the 
next place for the title to his lands, The ad- 
vantages of civilization were not looked for. 
The old trails were fairly good roads, and it 
they were not, the farmer had little or no 
produce to d’spose of or money wherewith to 
purchase supplies, so that he did not require 
to use them very much, Most of these 
settlers being young in jite, there were few 
children of schvol age and therefore the lack 
of schools was not severely felt. Church go 
ing wasa luxury that was not expe-:ted. 
The country has progressed, and now these 
conditions have chanzed. The struggle tor 
mere existence is over, most settlers have 
secured the title to their lands, and*now the 
people feel a desire toenter upon the advan- 
tayes of Civilization. The improvements 
made have closed up ur diverted most of the 
old trails, 80 that roads are not now as good 
as they used to he, besides there is far more 
traffic to be accommodated as the people 
increase in prosperity Children have 
been growing up and schools have become an 
absolute necessity, and there tea universal 
feeling that schvols should be followed by 
churches as quickly as possible. In_ their 
early struggles it was in some ways an advan- 
tage tu the settlers to have plenty of vacant 
government land adjoining their own. 
They could cut hay and wood on it, their cattle 
could range freely over it, aud there were no 
fences on it to prevent their taking short 
cuts in whatever direction they desired. 
Now a great deal of what was once vacant 
government land.is in the hands of non-resi- 
dent speculators whose ownership debars the 
settier from hay and ¥vod privileges; and 
even on the gevernment land hay and wood 
dues have to be paid = It is of little account 
to the settler that he can pass freely over the 
sections adjoining his 9wn if the main trails 
over which he has to travel to reach town or 
mill are blocked by the improvements of 
other settlers. On the other hand when he 


has to open new roads along the government |* 


road allowances, when he has to organize a 
school district and support a school, or when 
he desires to erect a church, he finds to his 
cost thatthe factof the government and 
speculators’ land adjoining his own being held 
vacant makes his burden in advancing these 
three branches of civilization at least double 
as heavy as it would be were the land al! 
open for actual settlement. As population 
and improvement increases this evil of vacant 
land is felt in a greater dezree each succeed- 
ing year, and the settler feels that he is plac- 
edatan untue disadvantage in his efforts 
towards advancement. He feels that his 
burden in establishing civilization in the 
country is made unduly heavy in order that 
others who have risked little and worked 
none at all may reap a benefit, It is becom- 
ing year by sear clearer to bim that these 
Vacant lands are « direct tax upon his indus- 
try as well as a heavy indirect tax in many 
ways Thac the fact of these lands being 
held vacant an injury to the village, town 
and city populations of the Terr. tories as 
well as the farming con.muvity requires no 
prvof, The business of the merchants, the 
mechanics, the professional men in any 
Northwest town depends on the density, 
coupled vith the prosperity ,of the population 
in the surrounding country, With over 
half of all the land beld vacant by act of par- 
Nament,the business of the towns is kept 
down tohalf what it would properly be at 
thie date,

It cannot he taxed, 
the government cannot touch itand it can only 
be hoped that the interests of the railway 
company will cause it to be placed on the 
market ata fair gure, and that its being 
held by the company will induce the building 
of a railway in order to make it more saleable. 
The government land—and this includes by 
far the greater part of the vacan* land in this 
distvict—of course cannot be taxed cither, 
and the only course to be taken regarding it 
isto bring such pressure to bear as may be 
possible through our representatives at 
Ottawa upon the government as shall result 
in this policy of land reservation being

PRAIRIE FIRES, 

An Ordinance‘of the Northwest Council, 
daced the 19th of November, 1887, inakes the 
following rs for the prevention of 
Prairie and Forest Fires, which the officers 
of the Department of the Interior have been 
instructed to aid in carrying out, and the 
public is requested to assist them in doing 
sot 

“I. Any person who kiadles or places,or is 
“a party to kindling or placing fire in the 
‘open air in any part of the Territories, ex- 
“except dor camp or domestic purposes, or 
' for clearing land in the months of Decemb- 
‘Cer, January, February, or Mareh, except 
‘as bereinatter provided, shallon conviclion 
“thereof, pay ai fine not exceeding two 
*huncred dollars, with costs of prosecution, 
“and indefalt of payment be imprisioved 
“for a term not exceeding six months. 

‘* Provided always that a person inay at 
‘aus time kindle a fire if be has present, 
‘during the whole time of the burning, six 
“persons with proper appliances for putting 
“ out fires, or without such assistance, inside 
og ae break not less than ten feet 
“ wide, 

“Hi, Any peraon who kindles, or is a party 
‘to kindling a firein the open air fer any 
‘of the purposes allowed in the next preced- 
‘ing section, allows such tire to escape, shall 
“on conviction, be liable toa fine not exceed- 
“ing one hundred dollers, with costs of pro- 
“secution, end in default of payment, be 
‘imprisoned for a term not exceeding three 
“months, 

“HI. Nothing in this Ordinance shall bar 
“or prevent the owuer of private property 
‘from recovering daumyes from any offend- 
“er against the tirst aid second sections of 
‘* this Ordinance. 

“LV. Prosecution under this Ordinance 
“shall be in a suminary manner, 

“V. The Lieutenaut-Governor may ap- 
“point fire guardians having the power of 
* constables, to enforce the provisions of this 
* Ordinance, who, togevher with all magis- 
** trates, shail have the power te callont any 
*inale person within five miles of a prairie 
* fire, to proceed at once and help to extin- 
‘ guish said fire, and any person refusing to 
“do so shail be liabic to a fine of ten dollars, 

“Vi. [tshall be the the duty of all peace 
* officers, upon view of any infraction of any 
‘of the enactments of this Ordinance, forth 
“with to arrest the offender, and without 
‘warrant bring him before a Jusvice of the 
** Peace to be deait with according to law. 

“VIL. Ordinances No, 21 of 1885, and No. 
“18 of 1886, are iereby repealed.”
